XT Prior to August 19%T™mmavous barracks installations and other military quarters 
in Kecskemet (X 6/N 95) ’wore occupied by Soviet troops or were used as Soviet 
offices* The former Cavalry Barracks on the north side of >'- i soXnoki street# on the 
eastern perimeter of the . city* housed a Soviet hospital© Soldiers wearing. bandages 
and personnel in hospital uniform were observed entering and leaving the installation© 
Soviet soldiers were seen in the former Erasebet Barracks: on the south side of 
Issaki Street# in the southwestern sector of tho city An antenna installation with 
two masts connected by two or three wires was seen in the ‘barracks yard , humorous 
Soviet motor vehicles wro repeatedly soon in tho yard of the former Artillery 
Barracks# also called ^udolf Barracks# on the north side of XssSki Street# opposite 
the KrssoV)et Barracks© Soviet troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets wore last 
seen in the former Ferenc Jossef Barracks^. on the east side of the railroad line 
loading northward to tho Kecskemt«I.feriavaros railroad station# in August 1951 0 
Soviet troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets were last observed in tho 
barracks installation, on tho southwest side of Ilonved U treat# at tho northeastern 
edge of the cemetery# In July 1951 o A two-story building on the northwest side of 
Nagykoeroes Street# at number fjlt or 36 # and the villas of Dr «Somogyi and Imre 
Lftklos# on the east side of Ssechenyi Street# were occupied by Soviet troops who 
wore red-bordered black epaulets© There was a Soviet restaurant was on the first 
floor# and a motion picture theater for Boviet soldiers on the second floor# of the 
Otthon notion Picture Theater on the east side of Sa^clwiyl Square* -at the corner 
of Hornyak Street© There were ^oviet offices in tho first and second floors of 
adjoining houses on Hornyak Janos Street© to Idler s with red-bordered black epaulets 
were repeatedly seen entering and leaving the building© A single-story building* 
located on tho southwest side of Sasechenyi Square and opposite the Otthon notion 
Picture Theater# was used to quarter Soviet troops who wore red-border od black
